Tod many “ ho rse and b u ggy” 
types of roads are being built and 
maintained at g re at annual expense 
in places where the need for durable, 
first cla ss h igh w ays is clearly indi­ 
cated. 
An analogous situ ation would 
be to h ave powerful locom otives and 
tine coaches and pullm an cars but 
only poorly ballasted and dangerous 
roadbeds over which to operate them . 
With m ony it is a m atter of re- 
ret that P e n n s y lv a n ia has virtually 
abandoned first class construction on 
the s t a te h i g h w a y sy stem and con­ 
centrated on low-cost su rfacing for a 
large m ileage of ba ck roads which 
will 
s e r v e 
relatively 
little 
traffic. 
Long ago engineers pointed out that 
roads such as these becom e a tre­ 
mendously, and increasingly, costly 
burden to m otorists because of the 
exten sive repairs w hich are n eces­ 
sary annually as a result of dam age 
by freezing and rain. 
The records show that in the eigh t 
years up to 1031 the m ileage of durablo 
highw ay construction in P en n sylvan ia 
exceeded that of all other types, but 
that in 1931 durable construction rep- 
r 
nted less than eight per cen t of the 
total.
